('gency, power plants capable of 
(producing 2,400 megawatts were 

• off-line because they had exceed- 
(cd their pollution limits. One 
(megawatt is sufficient to power 

; about 1,000 homes. — - 

; On Friday, the South Coast Air 
(Quality Management District 
(agreed to let some of those pol- 
luting power plants return to 
.. operation and restore about half - 
.of that lost generating capacity. 
(However, those plants will have 

pay daily fines . . 

) ■ Restarting the over-polluting 
plants should provide a cushion 
!for sta te, said Stephanie 
“^TcCofKIe, a spokeswoman for 
'the California Independent 
;Sysiem Operator, which runs the 
■state’s power grid. 

In addition, hundreds of com- 
panies voluntarily cut consump- 
tion Friday to avoid imposed out- 
ages. 

“We’re still encouraging con- 
servation efforts," said Lori 
O’Donley, spokeswoman for the 
.ISO. “We’re optimistic that we 
won’t have to” impose shut- 
downs on commercial customers. 

( Federal energy regulators arc 
working with the .state to find 
power that can be diverted to 
jCalifornia during the crunch, 
moves that could include 
increasing hydroelectric genera- 
tion out of state. 

The power grid’s managers 
were able to avoid blackouts 
Thursday l>y shutting down the 
enormous state and. federal 
pump.s that push water from 
Northern California to central 
'jtnd souih'iim regions. 

; The phased-in deregulation of 
- California’s $20 billion electrical 
power industry was supposed to 
lower prices by creating greater 
competition. But demand for

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - The 
political landscape shaped by 
November’s election could lend 
itself to constructive solutions to 
mining industry problems, the 
National Mining"Association’s 
chief executive said Friday. 

Jack N.'Gerard became presi- 
dent and chief executive officer 
of the national mining trade 
association on Nov. 1. 

The Washington, D.C.-based 
government relations consultant 
told the association’s annual con- 
vention that a George W. Bush 
administration and a marginally 
Republican Congress bodes well 
for the industry. • - 

“In this atmosphere, both par- 
ties will want to find ways to 
demonstrate to the public that 
' they can come together in bipar- ' 
tisan.ship to solve a problem,” 
Gerard said. 

Although a president-elect had 
not been determined Friday ' 
afternoon, Gerard told reporters ' 
_ -a-Bush.administraiioti-llwQuld-be— 
■ more understanding of our 
industry, that would recognize 
the need for the materials we 
produce.” 

. . - Gerard, a former aide to for- - 
mer Idaho Republican Sen. 
James McClure, said miners will 
try to amend the so-called “3809 .. 
regulations,” which take effect 
on Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt’s last day in office. 

Among other thing.s, the rules 
give federal regulators new 
authority to fine mines operating 
illegally and could in .some cases 
make some land off limits to 
mining. 

Mining industry leaders and 
other critics in many Western 
states contend that existing laws 
are sufficient to guard against 
water pollution and assure recla- 
mation of mines. 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - It’s a story 
as old as the West. Ranchers ore 
locked in a fight over grass, but 
it’s not cattlemen against sheep- 
herders. This time the foes are 
environmentalists. 

The battle over grazing rights is 
—heating up again in Nevada, a- 
battle that the combatants say 
has national significance. 

More than 800 ranchers and 
conservationists from around the 
nation gathered this week far 
from the range - at Bally’s hotel- 
casino - to promote the positive 
economic and environmental 
effeas of grazing on private and 
public lands. The first national 
conference on grazing lands spon- 
sored by the Grazing Land.s 
Conservation Initiative also was 
designed to head off opponent.s. 

“We all have the same objec- 
tive,” said'Doug Whisenhunt,' 
director of western Nebraska pro- 
jects for The Nature 
Conservancy, the world’s largest 
private, international conserva- 


RangcNct 2000 held in Reno 
earlier this month is an indication 
that there arc more than a few 
discoura^ng words being heard 
on the range. That’s wherq a - 
loose network of about 100 envi- 
ronmentalists met to organize 
support to end all livestock gnu- 
ing on federal land. 

Rancher Bob Drake of Davis, 
Okla., referred to the RangeNet 
attendees as “eco-ierrorists” and 
“preservationists." Drake, chair- 
man of the grazing initiative, said 
environmentalists want to gtv.c 
politicians and the federal gov- 
ernment control overgrazing. 

“While they call themselves 
conservationists, ... what thoy 
want is total control,” Drake said. 
“What they want i.s for you and I 
not to be on (public land). We’re 
the enemy."

! U.S. orders security upgrade on 
icarrier after Russian fighters fly by 


; WASHINGTON - Afler 
•Russian fighters burzed the USS 
Kitty Hawk in the Sea of Japan 
on Oct. 17, the aircraft carrier 
took steps to enable a quicker 
response if it happened again, 
— Pentagon offidals-said. 

Thc^fficials'insistcd that the 
incident did not pose a security 
threat to the Kitty Hawk, 
although the carrier has since 
raised its “alert posture.” The 
officials refused to elaborate on 
the heightened security. 

A week ago, Pentagon 
spokesman Kenneth Bacon told 
reporters the Russian planes 
stayed a “suitable distance away” 
from the Kitty Hawk. On 
Thursday, however, he said he 
hud misspoken and that the 
planes actually flew directly over 
the carrier, at an altitude of sever- 
al hundred feet, and that U.S. 
interceptor planes could not 
immediately launch becausc'the 
carrier was moving too slowly 
wliile refueling. 

“This is very similar to events 
that happened routinely during - 
the Cold War, but have not hap- 
pened very often, if at all, since,” 
Bacon said, adding that U.S. 
planes generally do not buzz 
Russian sliips. 

us and South Korea reach

WASHINGTON - U.S. and 
South Korean negotiators have 
reached a “mutual understand- 
ing” that American soldiers killed 
South Korean civilian refugees in

By early afternoon, more than 
200 fans were listening to his 
music in Strawberry Fields, a 
section of the park that was 
renamed for the Beades hit after 
. Lennon was gunned down by 
Mark David Chapman outside 
his apartment building on the 
night of Dec. 8, 1980. 

Some of those in the park were 
not bom when Lennon was mur- 
dered. Oihcrswere baby boomers 
who had watched the Beades on 
"Tile Ed Sullivan Show." 

Lennon’s music wafted through ■ 
Strawberry Fields. Around a 
mosaic with the word "IMAG- 
INE,” some fans left handwritten 
notes, while others took turns 
keeping candles lighted in the 
wet snow and wind. Some of the 
candles were arranged to spell “J- 
0-H-N.”

"Unforiunatcly, many school

Charles Haynes, senior scholar 
for religious freedom at iltc First 
Amendment Center in Arlington, 
Va., who cstimaic.s that a majori- 
ty of such das.ses nationwide do 
not pass constitutional master. 

^pnjhe^extremes,. predictable 

lines have l>ccn drawn: religious 
stalwarts wlio want the Bible 
tau ght as li teral religious doc- 
trine opposite those" \vho~think~ 
that any mention of religion 
breaches the separation of 
church and state. Stuck in the 
middle arc people like 
McHargue, who strive for a way 
to provide students a valuable 
educational clement while walk- 
ing the line required by the U.S. 
Con-stitution. 

Courts have held repeatedly 
th.it the First Amendment limits 


a school’s ability to offer religious 
instruction. But under current 
court doctrine, Bible study class- 
es are permitted if they treat the 
Bible us a hislorical or literary 
document and don't examine it 
from the perspective of a single 
— religion.—

The district allows 
local churches to offer their own 
Bible studies classes, caught on 
church grounds by church pas- 
tors using a church-generated 
curriculum. Students receive aca- 
demic credit for taking the 
course. 

“If a non-Christian church 


applied to sponsor such a class, 
the district would evaluate it "or 
a caso-by-case basis,” sa* 
Glenda Hcit, Mesquite ISI 
administrative officer for cur- 
riculum. She said current district 
rules miglit not allow such a dass 
-because instructors are.required 
to cover the Old and New 
Testaments. 


“That’s clearly unconstitu- 
tional," said William Clark 
Harrell, executivc’dircctor of 
the Texas American Civil 
Liberties Union. “Ail the case 
law .says that no state agency 
can select one religion over 
another or seemingly endorse 
one religion over another,” 
Haynes is very conscious of 
constitutional limits. Last year, 
“his group and the National Bible - 
Association co-published a guide 
for schools that want to know 
how they can' teach about rcH- . 
gion. The guide advocates a neu- 
tral tone, respect for various 
Christian and non-Christian tra- 
ditions, and allowing student reli- 
gious expression. 

Haynes said teachers often 
stray by pre.senting the Bible as 
literal history.

Theologians (debate 
where God fits in 


Membership woes 
hit Baptist convention

- Is the Souihern Baptist 
Convention, the United States’ 
second-largest religious body, 
headed for schism? 

A recent confluence of events 
suggests that the trickle of con-' 
gregations leaving the 15.8 mil- 
lion member denomination will 
soon become a torrent, in reac- 
tion to a two-decade shift that has 
made it more consen-ative and 
more fundamentalist. 

First, in October, former 
President Carter renounced his 
lifelong affiliation with the 
Southern Baptists, saying its doc- 
trine had become “increasingly 
rigid" and “exclusionary of 
accommodating those who diifer 
from them." Days later, the 
Texas state Baptist convention 
voted to withhold $5.3 million 
from six Southern ^ptist semi- 
naries and two other denomina- 
tional agencies (particularly sig- 
nificant because Texas accounts 
for nearly one in five Southern 
Baptists). And though Texas 
Baptists deny it is their intention, 
they took steps that could result 
in the formation of a new Baptist 
denomination by voting to open 
leadership roles in the state con- 
vention to represenraiiverof out- 
of-state churches. 

In fact, four Texas moderates 
have already trademarked a 
prospective name for the new 
denomination: the Baptist 
Church of the Americas. 

The cause of all this commotion 
is the victory of the conservatives 
over the moderates in the 
Southern Baptists' national lead- 
ership, be^nning in 1979, a shift 
of power that the.conservatives 
have steadily consolidated. More 
immediately, moderates object to 
changes the national convention 
made in July to the Baptist Faith 
and Message, the major doctrinal 
statement for Southern Baptists. 
Those changes ban women from 
serving as pastors.*^ 

The dispute goes to the heart 
of what it means to be a Baptist. 


The Baptist confession was 
born in the caldron of the 
Reformation, when Christians 
were struggling to define what it 
meant to be a faithful follower of 
Jesus Christ against the centrali- 
ty of the Roman Catholic Churdi. 
Baptists grew out of Brhisli 
Puritanism - rejecting the notion 
of a state church, of infant'bap. 
tism and of authoritarian clerical 
. .governance. They affirmed the 
superiority of Jesus Christ and 
the Bible over religious dogma. 

■ What also emerged was a con- 
viction that the in^vidual believ- 
er, with the help of the Holy 
Spirit, was an autonomous spiri- 
tual agent - in theological terms, 
it is ciUled “the priesthood of all 
iK'lievers" - and that the indiviil- 
ual congregation, not the national 
leadership, should be the locus of 
* church life and authority. 

“That goes back to the 
Protestant Reformation in which 
Martin Luther, in opposition to 
the Catholic Church, said (hat 
each Christian was free ter speak 
directly to God and to follow 
God’s leadership,” says the Rev. 
Robert Parham, executive direc- 
tor of the Baptist Center for 
Ethics in Nashville, Tenn. 

Beginning in 1979, the 
Southern Baptists were taken 
-over-by-leaders-yh o -e m phas h cd— 
a literal interpretation of the 
Bible, a conservative social agen- 
da and a more centralized diKiri- 
nal mes.sage. 

There are provocative recent 
actions of the national convention, 
such as the boycott against the 
Walt Disney Corp., the proselyii- 
ration of other religious grou|>s 
such as Mormons and Jews, the 
encouragement of wives to follow 
the biblical prescription to be .sul> 
mis.sive to their husbands and the 
ban on female pastors. 

But what really sets (he moder- 
ate.s off is the notion that the con- 
servative leadership of the 
Southern Baptist Convention has, 
with its revisions to the Baptist 
Faith and Message, established a 
creed that is being forced on 
other Baptists.

This is what the top theolo- 
gians and religion scholars in the 
country do for fun every year the 
weekend before Thanksgiving. 
_The_ annual gat heri ng of_the_ 
America'n Academy of Reli^on 
and (he Society of Biblical 
Literature is to this crowd what 
the Sundance Film Festival is to. 
independent filmmakers. 

In short, everybody who’s any- 
body comes, and then some. Up- 
ondcoming scholars cut their the- 
olo^cal teeth presenting papers 
critiqued by the best of die Ivoty 
Tower. Professors from Podunk 
U. banter theologically with 
those from Harvard, Princeton 
and Yale universities. Job candi- 
dates circulate polished resumes 
and schmooze with department 
heads. 

This year, nearly 6,0(X) scholars 
were on hand for more than 400 
presentations on so-called 
weighty academic issues such os 
“Problems in Categorization of 
Hebrew Particles.” (One portid- 
pant described that talk as more 
mentally taxing than on episode 
of “Survivor,” but every bit the 
thriller.) 

Newcomers quickly learn 
there’s on etiquette at play in this 
crowd. Pure scholars of religion 


don’t want to be confused with 
(hcolomans, whom they sec as 
muddy^ academics with faith. 
The theologians, on the other 
hand, aren’t of one mind as to the 
purpose of their scholarship, or 
even their audience. 

Jews. .Muslims and Buddhists 
debate about whether “thcolo- 
-.gian*'.is strictly.a.Christian, tem. 
The Christians haggle over 
whether the academic study of 
theology is an end unto itselL or 
whether it should be grounded in 
a faith community. 

While almost all the Christian 
. theologians identify with a 
denomination, many gulp and 
■ 'Waillbw' ha’rd ' when ask'ed ' 
whether they regularly attend a 
church. 

_ This, of course, lead.s 
tions about the role of theolo- 
gians. not only in relation to 
churches, but to the world. Are 
their glory days long gone or are 
they prophetic voices crying for 
recognition in a vast academic 
wilderness? 

Dr. John Willis, an Old 
Testament scholar at Abilene 
Christian University, sold he tries 
to serve as a bridge between 
s^olarly and faith communities. 
At the conference, he presented 
a technical paper on symbolic 
names in the Bwk of Isaiah. Out 
at home, he reaches out to people 
in the pews in the language they 
understand. 

The Protestant scholars almost 
all said that the heyday for the- 
ologians %vas during the 
Reformation in the 16th century. 
Back then, people looked to the- 
ologians to shape and interpret 
the events of the day in the way 
that they tune into CNN today.
